Mexico blames Zetas drug cartel 
for killings 


MEXICO CITY (AFP) - The 
Mexican government on 
Tuesday blamed the Zetas 
drug cartel for killing at least 
116 people whose bodies 
have been discovered in a 
complex of mass graves in 
the northern state of Tamauli- 
pas. 

Marisela Morales, Mex¬ 
ico's attorney general, gave 
the new official death toll 
after the mass graves began 
to surface in Tamaulipas last 
week. 

"As of (Tuesday) we can 
confirm that a total of 116 
people have been found dead 
as a result of criminal actions 
apparently caused by actions 
by the Zetas criminal group," 
Morales told reporters. 

Morales said that more 
than 30 experts were working 
to identify the bodies found 
in the San Fernando area of 
Tamaulipas state.

Japan raises nuclear disaster 
to Chernobyl level 


TOKYO, Japan (AFP) - Japan 
upgraded its month-old nu¬ 
clear emergency to a maxi¬ 
mum seven on an international 
scale of atomic crises yester¬ 
day, placing it on a par with the 
Chernobyl disaster a quarter- 
century ago. 

The reassessment to a 
"major accident" with "wide¬ 
spread health and environmen¬ 
tal effects" was based on the 
total radiation released, which 
officials said was one-tenth of 
the 1986 accident in the then 


Soviet Union. 

Prime Minister Naoto Kan, 
however, also stressed that 
"step by step, the reactors in 
the Fukushima Daiichi power 
plant are moving toward stabil¬ 
ity. The level of radioactive 
materials released is declin¬ 
ing." 

Fow levels of radiation 
have been detected in China, 
and its government last week 
extended an import ban on 
food and produce from parts of 
Japan near the plant.

Flooding in Grenada 


ST. GEORGE'S, Grenada — 
Unseasonable heavy rains 
have caused landslides on the 
Caribbean island of Grenada, 
where officials yesterday relo¬ 
cated families away from 
swollen rivers that flooded 
homes and destroyed small 
fishing boats 

According to reports nu¬ 
merous houses were flooded, 
and there were landslides, road 
blockages, sunken boats and 
destroyed houses. 


In Gouyave, one house was 
destroyed by the violent river, 
which overflowed its banks. 

Road access from Waltham, 
St. Mark to Victoria has been 
blocked. Also, the Balthazar 
bridge has been flooded as 
well. In Clozier, St. John, ac¬ 
cess to Gouyave has been cut 
off due to a land slide. 

Destroyed houses, washed 
away cars and flooded houses 
were also reported in the 
neighbouring St. Vincent. 


IMF:Health costs huge risk to 
advanced economies 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - The 
cost of health care poses a bur¬ 
den to developed countries that 
could spark immense financial 
crises if not contained, the In¬ 
ternational Monetary Fund 
warned yesterday. 

Even countries that move 
decisively to contain and cut 
the costs of keeping their pop¬ 
ulations healthy will find it is 
not enough and will have to cut 
spending elsewhere for fiscal 
stability, it said. 


"Rising spending on health 
care is the main risk to fiscal 
sustainability, with an impact 
on long-run debt ratios that, 
absent reforms, will dwarf that 
of the financial crisis," it said. 

In a report on the world's fi¬ 
nancial health released Tues¬ 
day, the IMF warned that many 
advanced countries are living 
beyond their long-term fiscal 
means, especially in the wake 
of the 2008-2009 crisis. 



CAIRO (AFP) - Former Egyptian president Hosni 
Mubarak suffered a heart attack during questioning by 
prosecutors investigating graft and abuse allegations 
which prompted his admission to hospital in intensive 
care Tuesday, state television said. 

The report did not provide any details on the question¬ 
ing or the location. 

On Sunday, public prosecutor Abdel Magid Mahmud 
ordered that Mubarak and his sons Alaa and Gamal be 
questioned over violence against protesters during riots 
that ended Mubarak's 30-year reign, and corruption.

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The price of diesel also took 
a 6.1% hike, for an increase 
from 1.98.1 to 2.10.2; an ad¬ 
ditional 12.1 cents per liter 
and kerosene will now cost 
2.08.2 per liter, a 14.7% in¬ 
crease of 7.6 Aruban cents. 
Government taxes account for 
26% of the final consumer 
price, exclusive of BBO. 

The Minister regrets hav¬ 
ing to authorize these price 
increases, but explained the 
volatile political situation in 
many of the Middle Eastern 
oil producing nations and 
qualms in the international 
market regarding the status of 
their oil output have been 
steadily causing the standard 
price of oil to rise globally, 


and it is now affecting Aruba 
with one of the most drastic 
increases seen in some time. 
“What is happening here is 
happening in everywhere in 
the world right now, not only 
here,” she reminded press 
members. 

September of 2008 saw oil 
prices rise to an all-time high 
per barrel, with consumer re¬ 
sponse causing a drastic drop, 
but they have been steadily 
on the rise, with very slight 
fluctuations, since then. The 
same outraged reaction as in 
2008 with individuals prac¬ 
ticing austerity measures re¬ 
sulting in reduced demand 
might again be effective. The 
Minister reports the govern¬ 


ment is considering a num¬ 
ber of options to possibly 
help alleviate consumer 
cost. 

W.E.B., Aruba’s water 
and energy provider, con¬ 
ducted a press conference 
last week informing the 
public that the rise of water 
and energy bills was in¬ 
evitable; the augmentation 
of the price in gasoline, 
diesel and kerosene should 
come as no surprise. The 
April 11 increase is the 
fourth, but most dramatic 
price increase Aruban con¬ 
sumers have experienced 
since the start of 2011.

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First quarter tourism results show nice increase 


ORANJESTAD - In last Mon¬ 
days press conference with 
ATA (Aruba Tourism Author¬ 
ity) and AHATA (Aruba Hotel 
and Tourism Association) the 
results of the first quarter per¬ 
formance of Tourism was 
made known to the general 
public. ATA CEO, Ronella 
Tjin-Asjoe-Croes, reported on 
the amount of visitors for 
2010, which was a total of 
216.116 and for the current 
year, 2011, this went up to 
224.051 in the first quarter of 
the year, namely in the months 
of January to March. This rep¬ 
resents an increase of 2.28%. 
The average daily results 
(ADR) of hotels went up to al¬ 


most 6% which was beneficial 
to our hotels seeing that they 
could have sold their rooms at 
a higher rate. 

With respect to the North 
American market, Aruba expe¬ 
rienced a small drop of 0.59% 
for the first quarter of 2011. 
This is as a result of the eco¬ 
nomic situation from which 
this market is still recovering. 
Furthermore, the airlines 
changed their strategy which 
resulted in less airline seats 
and higher ticket fares. 

During the upcoming an¬ 
nual conference in the US this 
week, the various stakeholders 
will present their ideas for 
2011 which will delineate a 


clearer picture of tourism for 
the North American market. 

As to the South American 
market, there was a nice in¬ 
crease of 13.34% for the first 
quarter of 2011. As we com¬ 
pare the month of March 2010 
with March 2011 there was a 
definite increase of 4.8% for 
this South American market. 

Visitors from Venezuela 
had a drop of 2.9% and from 
Colombia there was also a 
drop of 23.3%. One of the 
causes for these decreases is 
the fact that last year the Holy 
Week period was in March and 
this year it is in the month of 
April. ATA has already an im¬ 
pressive list of charters regis¬ 


tered from Venezuela for this 
year’s Holy Week which will 
make a major positive impact 
on our tourism this year. 

The four markets which 
showed a sizeable increase 
were Argentina with 12.7%, 
Brazil with 124%, Chile with 
56.4% and Ecuador with 
327.5%. Charter flights to 
Aruba from Ecuador have been 
the primary cause for this in¬ 
crease from this region. After a 
sluggish beginning from the 
Brazilian market we have noted 
that as of March there has been 
a steady increase similar to 
what we saw during 2010. 

As for Europe, there was a 
noted increase of 8.33% in the 


first quarter of 2011. For the 
month of March, however, 
there was a small decrease of 
0.34% compared to that of 
March 2010 for this European 
market. 

ATA’s goal is to attract not 
simply more visitors, but more 
quality visitors to our island. 
This, they believe will increase 
the return ratio of our visitors 
as well as the spending ratio of 
this type of visitor. This, of 
course does not preclude the 
need to work towards increas¬ 
ing the amount of visitors, for 
quantity remains important for 
Aruba especially during the 
low seasons where there is al¬ 
ways room for more visitors.

Sony cuts deal with 
PlayStation 3 hacker 



Europe faces 'drought and 
flood burden': scientist 



GENEVA (AFP) - A leading 
climate scientist warned 
Tuesday that Europe should 
take action over increasing 
drought and floods, stressing 
that some climate change 
trends were clear despite 
variations in predictions. 

’’There are some robust 
areas like Siberia, we know 
what the climate will be, an¬ 
other robust area is the 
Mediterranean, because the 
models tell the same story,” 
said Zbigniew Kundzewicz, 
review editor of the Intergov¬ 
ernmental Panel on Climate 
Change’s (IPCC) chapter on 
freshwater resources. 


’’Climate change will pose 
two major water challenges 
in Europe: increasing water 
stress in southern Europe and 
increasing floods elsewhere,” 
he added during a workshop 
organised by the UN Eco¬ 
nomic Commission on Eu¬ 
rope. 

’’Current water manage¬ 
ment practices may be inade¬ 
quate to reduce adverse 
impacts of climate change.” 

The Polish scientist said 
southern Europe would be 
more affected than northern 
Europe, with evidence al¬ 
ready of hotter weather and 
longer drought leading to 


water shortages, harm to agri¬ 
culture, a 20 to 50 percent de¬ 
crease in hydro-electric 
power and denser water pol¬ 
lution. 

Nonetheless, the intensity 
of rainfall when it does occur 
is also growing with warm¬ 
ing, raising the threat of sud¬ 
den summer floods such as 
those that hit eastern Europe 
in August 2002. 

Kundzewicz also high¬ 
lighted the amplifying impact 
of shifting land use, including 
more urban areas which ab¬ 
sorb water less readily than 
rural areas during sudden 
rainfall. 

’’One hundred years floods 
may become a 50-year or 20- 
year flood,” he explained. 

The IPCC expert acknowl¬ 
edged that more than a dozen 
climate change models were 
’’not ready for prime time” 
because of the way they 
sometimes differed on detail, 
partly because of the lack of 
a clear picture of future car¬ 
bon emissions. 

”We can’t adapt to one 
fixed, crisp number, but we 
know a range and sometimes 
the range is disturbing,” he 
added. 


SAN FRANCISCO (AFP) - 
Sony this week said a US 
hacker has agreed to stop 
breaking into PlayStation 3 
(PS3) videogame consoles as 
part of a deal made to drop a 
lawsuit filed by the Japanese 
consumer electronics giant. 

”It was never my intention 
to cause any users trouble or 
to make piracy easier,” 
hacker George Hotz said in a 
joint statement released by 
Sony Computer Entertain¬ 
ment America (SCEA). ”I’m 
happy to have the litigation 
behind me.” 

Sony went to court early 
this year to stop hackers who 
figured out how to ’’jailbreak” 
PS3 consoles to operate on 
software other than that orig¬ 
inally installed by the firm. 

SCEA accused Hotz of vi¬ 
olating federal law by posting 
online information that could 
be used to circumvent the 
PS3 security system and 
allow play of pirated 
videogames. 

A judge granted Sony a re¬ 
straining order against Hotz, 
a 23-year-old New Jersey res¬ 
ident, and the case was to be 
heard in a federal district 
court in San Francisco. 

Sony wanted Hotz taken 
to task for violations of the 
US Digital Millennium 


Copyright Act and a Com¬ 
puter Fraud Abuse Act. 

Hotz, who is credited with 
being the first person to go 
public with a way to hack 
into an iPhone, has denied 
doing anything wrong. 

’’Sony is glad to put this 
litigation behind us,” said 
SCEA general counsel Riley 
Russell. 

”We want our consumers 
to be able to enjoy our de¬ 
vices and products in a safe 
and fun environment and we 
want to protect the hard work 
of the talented engineers, 
artists, musicians and game 
designers who make PlaySta¬ 
tion games and support the 
PlayStation Network,” Rus¬ 
sell continued. 

Internet vigilante group 
Anonymous had vowed retri¬ 
bution against Sony for tak¬ 
ing legal action against 
hackers who cracked PS3 de¬ 
fenses to change console op¬ 
erating software. 

Anonymous argued that 
PS3 console owners have the 
right to do what they wish 
with them, including modify¬ 
ing them. 

The hacker group threat¬ 
ened to retaliate against Sony 
by attacking the company’s 
websites.

Apple's iPad to remain top tablet in 2015: Gartner 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - 
The tablet computer market 
is heating up with new en¬ 
trants all the time, but Apple’s 
iPad will remain the top de¬ 
vice over the next few years, 
according to technology re¬ 
search company Gartner. 

Gartner, in a forecast re¬ 
leased Monday, said mounting 
competition will see Apple’s 
share of the touchscreen tablet 
market decline but the iPad 
will still make up nearly half 
of all tablets sold in 2015. 

Gartner said the iPad will 
account for 47 percent of 
worldwide sales of 294.3 mil¬ 
lion tablets in 2015, down 
from 63.5 percent of 108.2 
million units to be sold in 2012 
and 68.7 percent of 69.7 mil¬ 
lion tablets to be sold this year. 

The iPad, which was re¬ 
leased in April of last year, ac¬ 


counted for 83.9 percent of the 
total 17.6 million tablets sold 
in 2010, according to Gartner. 

Gartner said tablets run¬ 
ning Google’s Android oper¬ 
ating system will see their 
market share rise steadily — 
from 14.2 percent last year, to 
19.9 percent this year, to 24.4 
percent in 2012 and 38.6 per¬ 
cent in 2015. 

Tablets running Black¬ 


berry maker Research In Mo¬ 
tion’s QNX software will 
claim 5.6 percent of the tablet 
market this year, 6.6 percent 
in 2012 and 10.0 percent in 
2015, Gartner said. 

The only other significant 
player in Gartner’s forecast 
was Hewlett-Packard with 
tablets running the WebOS 
operating system acquired 
from Palm.

Australia unveils tough new 
cigarette pack rules 



SYDNEY (AFP) - Australia 
unveiled the world's toughest 
laws on tobacco promotion 
this week that would see cig¬ 
arettes sold in drab olive- 
green packets plastered with 
graphic health warnings. 

Under proposed legislation 
aimed at reducing smoking 
rates, due to take effect next 
year, all logos will be re¬ 
moved from cigarette packag¬ 
ing, and tobacco companies 
must print their brand name in 
a specific font. 

Olive-green was picked 
after research showed it was 
the least attractive colour for 
smokers, in a bid to prevent 
tobacco companies trying to 
market their products by mak¬ 
ing them look luxurious or 
cool, the health minister said. 

As well as the colour, Aus¬ 
tralia plans to have graphic 
health warnings with images 
such as black, diseased gums, 
blinded eyes and children in 
hospital cover 75 percent of 
the front of a pack and all of 
the back. 

"The new packs have been 
designed to have the lowest 
appeal to smokers and to 
make clear the terrible effects 
that smoking can have on 
your health," said Health Min¬ 


ister Nicola Roxon 
in releasing the new 
designs. 

"The legislation 
will restrict tobacco 
industry logos, brand 
imagery, colours and 
promotional text ap¬ 
pearing on packs. 

"The only thing 
to distinguish one 
brand from another 
will be the brand and 
product name in a 
standard colour, 
standard position 
and standard font 
size and style." 
Roxon said 15,000 Aus¬ 
tralians die of smoking-related 
diseases every year, and that 
tobacco use cost the country 
Aus$31.5 billion ($32.9 bil¬ 
lion) annually in healthcare 


and lost productivity. 

Although Australia would 
be the first country to mandate 
plain packaging of cigarettes, 
New Zealand, Canada and 
Britain have considered a sim¬ 
ilar policy. 

The move has infuriated 
tobacco companies, with Im¬ 
perial Tobacco Australia al¬ 
ready saying it planned to 
challenge the move on the 
grounds that it would impact 
profits. 

British American Tobacco 
Australia, meanwhile, said the 
proposed legislation, which 
still needs to be approved by 
parliament, would infringe in¬ 
ternational trademark and in¬ 
tellectual property laws. 

Roxon said the govern¬ 
ment was not scared by legal 
threats.

Islta Cold? 

Or an Allergy? 

— Colds and allergies can 
cause similar symptoms, and 
finding out which condition 
you have is the first step in get¬ 
ting relief, according to the 
American College of Allergy, 
Asthma and Immunology 
(ACAAI). 

Colds are caused by one of 
more than 200 viruses that get 
transmitted from person to 
person. 

Allergies, which are not conta¬ 
gious, are caused by allergens, 
such as pollen, that prompt the immune system to overreact. 
In spring, high levels of tree and grass pollens cause sneezing 
and other cold-like symptoms for the estimated 90 million 
people with allergic rhinitis, more commonly known as hay 
fever. 

There are a number of ways to distinguish between spring 
allergies and a cold, says the ACAAI. 

Colds generally evolve, starting with a stuffy nose, throat ir¬ 
ritation and low-grade fever, followed by sneezing and a 
runny nose with thickening mucus that often turns yellow or 
green. Common allergy symptoms include sneezing, itchy 
eyes and nose, but the mucus is typically clear. 



While colds usually last a week or two, allergy symptoms 
persist and can even get worse with continued exposure to 
the allergen causing your symptoms. Spring allergies can last 
six weeks or more. 

Aches and fever most likely indicate a cold, while itchy eyes 
are strong evidence of allergies. 

A sore throat and cough can occur with allergies, but most 
likely suggest a cold. Coughing is common in colds but can 
also be a sign of allergy-related asthma, especially in chil¬ 
dren. People with a persistent cough should see an allergist, 
the ACAAI advises.

Brazil's Rousseff wants 'new phase' in 
China ties 

BEIJING (AFP) - Visiting Brazilian President Dilma Rousseff 
on Tuesday called for a "new phase" in ties with China and urged 
the world's second-largest economy to buy more from her coun¬ 
try than iron ore and soybeans. 

Rousseff, who arrived in Beijing on Monday for her first major 
foreign trip since taking office in January, is looking to boost 
ties with China, which has in recent years become Brazil's largest 
trade partner and largest investor. 

The two major emerging powers signed nearly two dozen agree¬ 
ments after talks between Rousseff and Chinese President Hu 
Jintao, including a deal for the sale of 35 Embraer El90 com¬ 
mercial jets to two Chinese airlines. 

"Brazil wants to inaugurate a new phase in these relations — a 
qualitative leap," Rousseff told a high-level dialogue on science 
and technology to kick off a jam-packed day of meetings with 
Chinese officials and top businessmen 


Europe opens chequebook to revive 
Ivory Coast economy 

LUXEMBOURG (AFP) - Europe granted Ivory Coast President 
Alassane Ouatarra a half-a-billion-euro inducement Tuesday to 
secure economic revival after months of violence leading up to 
Laurent Gbagbo's capture. 

Former colonial power France announced a cash injection of 400 
million euros ($580 million), after which European Union de¬ 
velopment commissioner Andris Piebalgs produced another 180 
million. 

The aim was to give Ivory Coast citizens "peace, a future, their 
economy restored" and get life "back to normal," said EU for¬ 
eign affairs chief Catherine Ashton at a meeting of ministers in 
Luxembourg. 

On both counts, though, money will be used to clear external 
Ivory Coast debts. 

Designed to reboot the violence-wracked west African country's 
economy, Europe wants to help stabilise the new regime in the 
world's top cocoa producer, after a four-month political crisis 
that saw the west African nation slip back towards civil war.

EU, IMF experts discuss 
bailout with Portugal 


LISBON, Portugal (AFP) - 
EU and IMF experts began 
work yesterday with Portugal 
on working out the details of 
an 80-billion-euro bailout 
package which is seen locally 
as a painful humiliation. 

The European Commis¬ 
sion, the European Central 
Bank and the International 
Monetary Fund experts were 
setting out their programme 
for discussions on the techni¬ 
cal aspects of the bailout, a 
delegation spokesman said. 

The spokesman said he 
could not give details of the 
expected talks with Por¬ 
tuguese officials having to 
come to terms with the third 
eurozone debt bailout after 
Greece and Ireland last year. 

These technical talks, 
whose findings will then go 
into discussions with Portu¬ 
gal's political leaders, will be 


closed to the press, Lisbon 
said. 

The debt rescue, finally 
agreed to after months of ago¬ 
nising efforts to avoid having 
to call for help, is hugely con¬ 
troversial in Portugal where 
many see it as a humiliation 
for the country. 

"The team of experts which 
arrived today in Lisbon ... 
come here to mark our failure. 
Every step they take down 
from their plane will be a blow 
to our pride, our independence 
and freedom of action," Pedro 
Santos Guerreiro, head of 
business daily Jomal de Nego- 
cios wrote in an editorial. 

"The country stands humil¬ 
iated," he added. 

The technical talks should 
be relatively straightforward 
compared to the political dis¬ 
cussions which will be held as 
early general elections on June 


5 loom increasing large. 

The EU and the IMF have 
offered to help Portugal but 
have warned that in return Lis¬ 
bon will have to implement 
more public spending cuts, tax 
rises and far-reaching privati¬ 
sation. 

The programme is sup¬ 
posed to be worked out by 
mid-May, ahead of the elec- 
tionsThe major political par¬ 
ties have said they accepted 
the need to ask for a bailout 
but the pressure of campaign¬ 
ing for polls could make the 
negotiations fraught with po¬ 
litical calculations. 

Portugal has to repay some 
5.0 billion euros ($7.2 billion) 
in debt by June 15 and most 
analysts believe it must have 
the EU-IMF rescue loans 
agreed by then if it is to make 
the payment and so avoid de¬ 
fault. 


Oil prices tumble on IEA demand warning

LONDON,England (AFP) - 
World oil prices slumped yes¬ 
terday after the International 
Energy Agency warned that re¬ 
cent high prices have hurt 
global demand for energy. 
Brent North Sea crude for de¬ 
livery in May slumped $3.09 
to $120.89 a barrel in late af¬ 
ternoon London trade. 

New York's main contract, 
light sweet crude for delivery 
in May, sank $3.89 to $106.03. 

"Investor focus has finally 
shifted from the supply side to 
concerns over potential dam¬ 
age to demand, as highlighted 
by the IEA monthly report ear¬ 
lier today, and amid talk of 
Saudi Arabia reducing produc¬ 
tion," VTB Capital analyst An- 
drey Kryuchenkov told AFP. 

He added that the market 
was also weighed down by 


profit-taking and the softer US 
dollar. 

The Paris-based IEA 
warned Tuesday that "there are 
real risks that a sustained $ 100 
dollars a barrel-plus price en¬ 
vironment will prove incom¬ 
patible with the currently 
expected pace of economic re¬ 
covery." 

The Paris-based agency 
said in its monthly report that 
"global oil demand growth has 
shown signs of slowing in re¬ 
cent months in the face of 
sharply higher prices." 

Following six months of 
forecast increases, the IEA 
kept its oil demand prediction 
for the rest of the year un¬ 
changed, saying it should 
reach 89.4 million barrels per 
day (bpd), 1.6 percent up on 
2010 . : 

World oil production 
dropped by 70,000 bpd to 
88.3 million bpd in March, 
due to a 70 percent drop in 
production in Libya, where 
rebels in the east of the coun¬ 
try are fighting Moamer Kad- 
hafi's regime, backed by 
NATO air strikes. 

"The loss of Libyan pro¬ 
duction and the 25-30 percent 
jump in oil prices since the 


crisis began in mid-February 
has so far drawn a limited re¬ 
sponse from fellow OPEC 
members," the IEA said. 

Traders are particularly 
concerned that rocketing prices 
could undermine the delicate 
recovery in the United States, 
which is the world's biggest 
economy and the largest oil 
consuming nation. 

Surging oil prices have 
sparked fears of a return to the 
record levels above $147 a bar¬ 
rel seen in 2008. 

The International Monetary 
Fund warned that high oil 
prices were a key risk to solid 
global economic recovery.

Bertolucci to receive Cannes 
honorary award

PARIS, France (AFP) - Italian 
cinema legend Bernardo 
Bertolucci, whose classics in¬ 
clude "Last Tango in Paris” and 
"The Last Emperor,” is to re¬ 
ceive an honorary Palme d'Or at 
Cannes, festival organisers said. 

The award has previously 


been presented on an ad hoc 
basis to movie directors such as 
Woody Allen or Clint Eastwood 
but will now become an annual 
event, with Bertolucci the first 
recipient, they said in state¬ 
ment. 

"His political and social in¬ 


volvement, driven by a pro¬ 
found lyricism and an elegant 
and accurate direction, gives his 
films a unique place in the his¬ 
tory of world cinema,” it added. 

The festival on the French 
Riviera opens on May 11 with 
US actor and director Robert 
De Niro presiding over the jury 
that will pick its most coveted 
Palme d'Or award for best 
movie from a score of competi¬ 
tors. 

The list of the competing 
films was due to be unveiled in 
Paris tommorow. 

South Korean director Boon 
Joon-Ho will chair the jury that 
picks the winner of the Camera 
d'Or prize for best first film at 
the festival. 

Last year Thailand's 
Apichatpong Weerasethakul 
took the Palme d'Or with a sur¬ 
real and hypnotic reincarnation 
tale set in the jungle. 




Police sniff out $10 min 
buried in garlic field 


SEOUL, South Korea (AFP) - 
South Korean police have 
sniffed out a total of 11 billion 
won ($10.1 million) in cash 
buried in remote garlic fields 
and have confiscated the haul, 
officers said. 

TV footage showed plastic 
containers brimming with jaw- 
dropping wads of cash being 
excavated one after another in 
the southwestern city of 
Gimje. 

Two brothers who had 
made the money from an ille¬ 
gal Internet gambling opera¬ 
tion asked their brother-in-law 
sumamed Lee to hide the cash 
as police began closing in on 
them, media reports said. 

One brother is now in jail 
while the other is still at large. 

Lee, 53, bought the garlic 


field and buried the cash at 
dusk or dawn, pretending to be 
working on the land. But he 
later dug up about 400 million 
won and spent it, without 
telling the brothers he had 
helped himself. 

Because one brother was 
about to be released from jail, 
Lee allegedly tried to blame 
the lost cash on an excavator 
operator working on the land. 
But the operator reported the 
case to police who unearthed 
the buried bonanza. 

Police said yesterday they 
are seeking an arrest warrant 
for Lee. 

News media said the case 
underscored the need to crack 
down on widespread illegal 
online gambling sites which 
are based offshore. 
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Football: FIFA committee 
takes over Bosnia 
federation 


GENEVA, 
Switzerland(AFP) - FIFA on 
Tuesday set up a committee 
to take over the running of 
Bosnian football and resolve 
rifts that led to Bosnia 
Hercegovina's suspension 
from international football 
this month. 

The six strong normalisa¬ 
tion committee will immedi¬ 
ately cut off the old tripatrite 
leadership by May 26 and 
reform the country's football 
federation by the end of No¬ 
vember, world football's 
governing body said in a 
statement. 

FIFA and European gov¬ 
erning body UEFA sus¬ 
pended Bosnia Hercegovina 
from international and Euro¬ 
pean football on April 1 after 
the country's federation 
(NSBIH) failed to adopt 
statutes that would lead to a 
single-member presidency. 

"The FIFA Emergency 
Committee has decided 
today 12 April 2011 to ap¬ 
point a normalisation com¬ 
mittee in order to solve the 
problems faced by the Foot¬ 
ball Federation of Bosnia 
and Herzegovina (FFBH)," 
FIFA said. 


"After discussions with 
various stakeholders and fol¬ 
lowing consultation with 
UEFA, a six person normal¬ 
isation committee with foot¬ 
ball personalities from 
Bosnia-Hercegovina has 
been established and put in 
place with immediate ef¬ 
fect." 

"The normalisation com¬ 
mittee acts immediately as 
football federation of Bosnia 
Hercegovina executive com¬ 
mittee as well as FFBH 
emergency committee," it 
added. 

European and world foot¬ 
balling chiefs have de¬ 
manded that NSBIH's 
ethnic-based tripartite presi¬ 
dency — consisting of a 
Croat, a Muslim and a Serb 
member — be replaced by a 
single president, to over¬ 
come divisions that blocked 
decision making. 

Bosnia are currently in¬ 
volved in qualifying for the 
2012 European Champi¬ 
onships to be held in Poland 
and Ukraine, playing in 
Group D. Their next game is 
against Romania on June 3. 

Since the 1991-1995 war, 
Bosnia consists of two enti¬ 


ties — the Muslim-Croat 
Federation and the Serbs' 
Republika Srpska. 

Apart from the joint foot¬ 
ball federation, founded in 
2002, each semi-au¬ 
tonomous half also has a 
federation of its own. 

In a first phase the nor¬ 
malisation committee will 
hold a general assembly by 
May 26 to adopt new 
statutes for the federation 
and cut off the old leadership 
that had opposed them. 

FIFA said it will "ensure 
that all connections/relation¬ 
ships with any members of 
the 'former' FFBH leadership 
are cut immediately with re¬ 
gard to the decision-making 
in financial, administrative, 
sporting and other matters" 

The committee would 
also map out improvements 
and take steps to "further im¬ 
prove" the Bosnian federa¬ 
tion's finances, including the 
risk of bankruptcy according 
to football's governing body 

In a second phase, it will 
hold new elections to ap¬ 
point federation officials and 
bodies by November 30, 
who would then resume con¬ 
trol of Bosnian football.

JOHANNESBURG,(AFP) - 
South Africa on Tuesday an¬ 
nounced a five-year deal to 
stage a $10 million World 
Golf Championship event 
featuring the top 70 players 
vying for what's touted as the 
richest prize in the game. 

"This is, without doubt, 
the most significant mile¬ 
stone in the history of profes¬ 
sional golf in South Africa," 
Sunshine Tour commissioner 
Gareth Tindall said in a state¬ 
ment. 

"What is even more signif¬ 
icant is that we have the com¬ 
mitment that we will host this 
World Golf Championships 
event for a period of five 
years," said Tindall. 

He told media that the $ 10 
million tournament, to start in 
2012, would be the richest 


single event in the sport and 
have positive implications for 
the game and the country, ac¬ 
cording to the Sapa news 
agency. 

The championship, which 
will be known as the Tourna¬ 
ment of Hope, will be used to 
create awareness of poverty 
and AIDS in Africa, he said. 

No dates or venues for the 
event have been confirmed, 
said Tindall. 

The announcement came 
after local champion Chari 
Schwartzel lifted the 75th 
Masters trophy in Augusta on 
Sunday. 

South Africa has produced 
top golfers like Gary Player 
Ernie Els and last year's 
British Open champion Louis 
Oosthuizen.

DENVER, Colorado (AFP) 
- John Elway, (photo) the 
quarterback who helped the 
Broncos bring two Super 
Bowl titles to Denver, has 
helped the Mile High City 
land a prestigious PGA Tour 
event. 

Elway said Tuesday that 
Cherry Hills Golf Club, in 
suburban Denver will host 
the 2014 BMW Champi¬ 
onship, the tournament that 
serves as the third in a series 
of four FedEx Cup playoff 
competitions. 

The tournament is sched¬ 
uled to be held September 
1-7, 2014. 

"We're thrilled as a club 
that this has come together 
and we get a great tourna¬ 
ment in 2014,” said Elway, 
who has rejoined the Bron¬ 
cos at their chief football 
executive following a fran¬ 
chise-worst 4-12 season. 
"Colorado has so many 
great sports fans. It’s always 
been a great place to come 
up here and play whatever 
you play.” 

The 89-year-old Cherry 
Hills course has hosted 
eight US Golf Association 
championships, including 
US Opens in 1938, '60 and 
78. 

The BMW Champi¬ 
onship will be held at Cog 
Hill in Chicago this fall and 
Crooked Stick in Indianapo¬ 
lis in 2012. The host site for 
2013 has yet to be decided. 


AUGUSTA, Georgia (AFP) - 
It was a miserable Masters 
for US golfers, underlining 
once again how Americans 
no longer dominate the world 
of sports as they once did. 

In a remarkable turn¬ 
around, South African Chari 
Schwartzel's triumph at Au¬ 
gusta National means that 
golfers from beyond US bor¬ 
ders now own all four major 
titles for only the second time 
in golf history. 

More worryingly for US 
fans, only a charging Tiger 
Woods was ever in con¬ 
tention on the final day to 
provide a home win for Au¬ 
gusta National fans to cheer. 

"America is big," 
Schwartzel said. "But the 
world is bigger." 

The last time that all four 
major titles were in US pos¬ 
session dates back to 1982 
when Craig Stadler won the 
Masters, Tom Watson won 
the US and British Opens and 
Ray Floyd won the PGA 
Championship. 

It may be some time be¬ 
fore they do so again. 

The scenario has become 
all too familiar to American 
sports fans and administra¬ 
tors. 

In tennis, the only one of 
the eight men's and women's 
Grand Slam titles that re¬ 
mains in US hands is the 
Wimbledon women's crown, 
won last year by Serena 
Williams. 

But she and sister Venus 
are injured and nearing the 
end of their stellar careers 
and behind them the cup¬ 
board is virtually bare. 

Currently the next highest- 
ranking American is Bethanie 
Mattek-Sands at 41 and she is 
also in the veteran category. 

The men are higher- 
ranked but are without a 
Grand Slam winner since 
Andy Roddick at the 2003 


US Open - a world away 
from the 1990s when Pete 
Sampras, Andre Agassi, Jim 
Courier and Michael Chang 
ruled the roost. 

The list of American ago¬ 
nies is long. 

Long gone is the era when 
such legends as Muhammad 
Ah, Joe Frazier, George Fore¬ 
man and Larry Holmes dom¬ 
inated boxing's heavyweight 
scene. 

Instead the four major 
world heavyweight titles be¬ 
long to the Klitschko brothers 
of Ukraine and Britain's 
David Haye.

Tour de France winner Lance 
Armstrong has retired with 
the allegations that he used 
performance enhancing drugs 
throughout his career gaining

In a rare sight before a 
Major League Baseball 
game, players from both 
teams came out of their 
dugouts and stood on the 
pitcher's mound to urge to 
supporters to end the hatred 
that resulted in Bryan Stow 
being severely beaten outside 
Dodgers Stadium by two Los 
Angeles fans. 

Giants pitcher Jeremy Af- 
feldt and Dodgers infielder 
Jamey Carroll took turns 
speaking to the crowd of 
40,870 from the field before 
the game. 

"This game is not about 
violence, it's about having 
fun," Dodgers centre fielder 
Matt Kemp said after the 
game.
